AN ACCOUNT OF A brief trip with one of the des- 
troyers of the Dover Patrol was given by Ber- 
nard Stubbs, the B.B.C. Home Observer, last 


night. 


The weather was icy cold and visibility could have 
been better, he said, when he reported at the 
offices of the Admiral Commanding the Dover 
Patrol; the sea, however, was fairly calm. 


From the Admiral's office in- Dover 
Castle one had a splendid view over 
the harbour below and the sea 
beyond. 

Talising about various aspects 
the work of the Dover Patrol, 
Admiral mentioned how .he hid 
served with the Patrol in the last

Patrol hns reach- 
ed the same height of eMiciency that 
it had. attained by the end of. the 
war In 1018. He showed the B.B.C. 
Observer charts of the area patrolled 
by the Dover Patrol, the positions 
of the various ships and of the 
minefields.

NEUTRALITY REVISION 


RIDAY night's vote in the United States Senate 

marks, te all practical purposes, the end of the bit- 

ter battle for revision of the Neutrality Act, of momen- 

tous importance td the two great Western Democracies 
in their war against Nazi domination of Europe. 

More than two-thirds of the Senate finally approved 
the repeal of the arms embargo of. the Act, a majority 
which exceeded all expectations and strongly suggests 
House of Representatives in 
‘the coming week will be little-more than a formality. 

For that Hitler has to,be thanked as much as any- 
one else. The Athenia sinking, the seizure of the City 
of Flint were. an influence; even more so were the over- 
zealous activities of Nazi agents, who ficoded Washington 
so deeply with anti-repeal chain-letters ‘and literature as 
completely to defeat the purpose. 4 ; 

Behind everything, however, was a stronger feeling, 
The Neutrality Act expresses in permanent form @ na- 
tional sentiment already evinced in the temporary Act 
of 1935 and its extension in 1936. The American public 
wishes to avoid war through entanglements in Europe, 
but stirred by the frequent acts of aggression of Hitlerism 
has grown to detest it as heartily as any Briton, and to 
mpathy with Britain and France, 
America’s fellow-democracies. 


President Roosevelt might have won his earlier ap- |. 


peal for revision if special political factors had not intrud- 
ed themselves. These factors, rather than 2 considered 
foreign policy, led Congress to defer the issue. Postpone- 
ment was part of the general revolt against the Pre- 
sident's policies, and of a restiveness against Presidential 
authority which has been frequently displayed towards 
the expiration of second terms of former Presidents. 

With the war in progress, however, Congress, 
folind itself compelled to face the issue squarely—no 
longer as a matter of party politics, but-on that national 
level to which President Roosevelt elevated it in his con- 
ference with leaders of both parties. : 

_ ‘The Senate has responded as it was morally bound to 
respond, but the distant observer is still left with the con- 
viction that there has yet to come the real Roosevelt ap- 
peal to those sentiments which will, sooner or later, swing 
the hearts of the American nation to its ultimate, inevit- 
able decision—to stand up for morality.and fair dealing, 
for vengeance against the intolerable cruelties of an inter-. 
ee ee and for ‘the preservation of a civilised 
society. .

Yet death and Wl-health will not 
only continue, but grow worse If we 
do not tackle the problem seriously, 
We shall lose the battle of the black- 
out if we do not fight It with all the 
forces at our command. , 

Subdued Ighting with main switch 
control is not the solution to the pro- 
blem. It is possible but dangerous. 
Sudden switching off during a: raid 
might Iead. to panic and normally 
avoldable accldents. 

Black-outs must . remain black. 
The regulations must be tightened 
up, not relaxed. The lost few days 
have proved that.’ Householders’ 
have grown careless. Some have 
even gone back to ordinary lighting 
and curtains, without special window 
screening. . 

Motorists are. using relatively 
blinding headlights. Pedestrians are 
swinging imperfectly shaded torches. 
And “light-drunk" walkers are com- 
plaining, particularly as they stumble 
off the main ronds into the side 
streets, that “it's worse than before.”

THE QUESTION of the number of German raiders 
' operating in the Atlantic has provoked inter- 
est among naval commentators in London: 
Though the possibility of one ship having been as 
far as the South Atlantic and the Newfound- 
land coast cannot be overlooked, ‘the combina- 
tion of dates on which the raiders have ap- 
peared, rather suggests that two German ships 


have been at large. 


The pocket battleships, Deutschland and Admiral 


Scheer, are named. 

On October 5, the British ship, 
Stonegate,‘ was sunk between 400 
and 500 miles east of Florida and 
the crew was taken “on board the 
raider, 

The next information was received 
on October 12 when, aff the Now- 
foundland -coust, a Norwegian ship 
wus stopped, but not attucled. 

On October 14, in‘ubout the same 
region, the Norwegian steamship, 
Lorentz W. Hansen, was sunk, and 
it appeared that the raider was 
cruising In the nelghbourhood of the 
famous Newfoundland fishing bank. 

© the sume day, another Norwe- 
gh ship was stopped und the crew 
of the Hansen transferred to her, und 
u Mittle later the Clty of Filnt, the 
subject of America's protests at her 
detention in Murmansk, was also 
stopped and the crew of the Stonc- 
gate transferred from the raider to 
her. 

On September 30, the British 
stenmer, Clements, was sunk off the 
coast of Pernambucy. 


MIGHT HAVE BEEN 


Despite the distance there’ is no 
reuson awwhy the raider which at+ 
tucked the Clements should not have 
steamed quickly te the  positlon 
where the Stonegate was sunk. 

Nothing has been heard of armed 

merchantmen elsewhere and the 
net result of these attacks ovor 
quite a considerable period is 
very small indeed, 

Both pocket- -battleships seem to 
have failed to get'into arens of dense 
shipping. 

Their endurance at an economical 
cruising specd of 15 knots is in the 
region of 20,000 miles, but, of course, 
at their full speed of 28 knots this 
range would be considerably reduced. 

BACK IN GERMANY? 

It is felt that these shlps might 
have taken udvantage of durkness, 
bud weather and indiseriininate use 
of Norwegian territorial waters to 
return to Germuny.—British Wire- 
less.

reception arenas. Questions of the ade- 
quacy of the water supply and sew- 
age disposal, of various social ser- 
vices, including, of course, schooling 
for children, arize, together with 9 
host of other questions. 

I could go on elaborating the ways 
in which war tears the whole Ife of 
u nation out of its ordinury work-a- 
day channels, But I hope I have said 
enough to show that war is a vast, 
complicated process, involving very 
far-reaching changes and calling for 
even more far-reaching changes to 
cope with the situation.

In my view, even dn. peoce-timne, 
disorganised, haphnzard, and unre- 
lated activity is an indefensibie nu- 
tlonal waste.

OVER 1,000STORM

J HAVE bepn rending again, with 

a view to a boole which I muy 
or muy not live long enough to write, 
a number of books on the world 
crials, written. by representatives of 
many different nations. They Include 
Count Keyszerling, a Baltle baron of 
Germnn descent but formerly on Rus- 


sian subject; Hulzingo, a Dutchman; - 


de Reynold, a Swiss; Berdynelf, a 
Ruastin; Lippmann, an American; 
Drucker, an Austrinn; and many of 
our own writers, such on H. A. L. 
Fisher, Aldous Huxley. and H. G. 
Wells. 

The view which most of these writ- 
ers take of the present state of the 
world Is indicated by the titles of 
their books: “In the Shadow of To- 
morrow.” “The End of Our Time," 
“Tae Fate of Man in the Modern 
World," “La Revolution Mondiale," 
“L’Europe Tragique,” “The End of 
Economic Man." - 

The gencral opinion of these publi- 
cists and historians may be thus sum- 
marlsed. Modorn history began with 
the Renulssance and Reformntion; its 
last chapter began with the. French 
Revolution and ended in 1914—thls 
{s the perlod which we roughly call 
the nineteenth century. The nine- 
teenth century, from Waterloo to the 
Great War, belonged to England, as 
the cizhteenth: to France. English 
idens — parllamentary democracy, 
Uberty and toleration, industrialism, 
seemed in the way tu prevall every- 
where, 

In the relgn of Queen Victoria few 
had ony doubt thut the future would 
be guided by these prinelples, which 
under our flag had brought pence, 
freedom and Just government to one- 
quarter of the human race. The Ins! 
century was the century of hope— 
the title of a book by Marvin. 

; * * * 

Now we seem to live in demented 
world, All that we thought sacred 
and immovable has become un- 
settled. Never before has there been 
such a systematic undermining of the 
social order. Never before has the

shocking Machiavellian doctrine of 
“reasons of State” overriding all 
morality been so shamelessly avowed 
and acted upon. 

The recrudescence of revolting 
eruclty, in Russia, Spain, Germnny 
and elsewhere, and the callous {ndlf- 
ference with which it has been re- 
garded In the world generally, marks 
a terrible relupse to savagery in the 
one fleld in which we were most 
confident that we had progressed. 

We have come to the end of whut 
Fisher, In the third volume of his 
Breat History of Europe, calls that 
Liberal Experiment. Alt the banners 
under which the last century march- 
ed to battie are fly-blown, faded, and 
bedraggled. The Inevitable law of 
progréss; the natural goodness of hu- 
man belngs; the perfectibiity of man; 
liberalism, demoerncy,  socialism- 
communism; all these seem to be 
dead or dying. They ore antiquated 
for those who are able to think. The 
musses are always Iving ir the day 
before yesterday; [deas when gencral- 
ly received are always beginning to 
be out of date. 

We are therefore living in a gen- 
uine fin de aicele, (This phrase was 
first used by u Latin writer in the 
third century—ispa clausula saccuti. 
He was right: the old order was 
really breaking up.) We are In the 
middle, not of a political revolution, 
but of a grent social, moral, and 
spiritual upheaval, like the time of 
the wars of religion. Such revolu- 


‘Yons in thelr curly stages are mark- 


ed by vielence, cruelty and intoler- 
ance. The outeome is still quite une 
certain, but it will certalnly not be 
a return tothe ideas of the nine- 
teenth century.

To a tare extent | agree with these 
prophets. Democracy fs still n bless- 
ed word in Amerien, but it ts, after 
all, only an experiment in vovern- 
ment. It is an Anglo-Saxon inven- 
tion, and does not seem to suit other 
nations.
